emerged as the only Indian mili- 
tary leader undefeated by VU.

troops. 


Plea 


From New York State came 
a plea to South Carolina from 
a judge of the Supreme Court 
of that state, Justice Osceola 
Byron Brewster. His name was 


given him by a chain of events 
reaching back into the dis- 
tant past. One of his uncles 
served in the Civil War and had 
as his closest friend a man whose 
first name was Osceola. It had 
been given him by his father 
who had been a soldier in the 
wars against the Seminole chief 
and resented the betrayal of a 
flag of truce, the device by 
which Osceola was captured by 
Gen. Thomas C, Jesup. 


That unhappy man, goaded by 
sandspurs, mosquitoes, swamps 
and an inability to defeat Osceola, 
offered a truce in October, 1837, 
and then held the chief when 
he came in for an interview at 
a point near St. Augustine. 
Jesup feared him even there and 
sent him on to Fort Moultrie 
where he died, not of a broken 
heart as the romanticists say, but 
of malaria and malnutrition. 


In St. Augustine itself, the other 
ay, under early April skies, 
movie stars Gary Cooper and 
Mari Alden played their parts in 
a battle-siege scene at Old Fort 
San Marcos, its stones gray with 
centuries of suns and rains. 
Once again a motley crew of 
Seminoles and renegades, as 
working extras, futilely stormed 
its walls as rifles cracked from 
the ramparts and flags flew 
bravely in the sun. 


History 


Osceola's story belongs to that 
unhappy period when the Creeks, 
a confederation of many nations, 
were being removed west of the 
Mississippi and, finally, to Okla- 


homa. They were long in the 
river -valleys of south Georgia 
and southern Alabama (although 
at that time it was all Georgia), 
holding that vast area longer 
than any other eastern territory. 
A band of Creeks fled to Florida, 
calling themselves Seminoles. 
The word means Secedcers. 
Through the years they received 
run-away slaves in large numbers 
and also acquired the few re- 
maining members of the Apala- 
chi Tribe—all but destroyed by 
the Spanish. 


Osceola was born, according to 
the best evidence, in a village on 
the Chattahoochee River. For a 
time he was called Powell, and 
some authorities say his father 
was a Scottish trader, William 
Powell. His mother was a Creek 
and was later taken into slavery. 
He rescued her, but subsequently, 
she was Again put into slavery 
as were thousands of Indians of 
all tribes. 

* Young Osceola fought against 
Andrew Jackson's troops in 1812 
and again in 1818. It was 1832 
before he began to show powers 
of leadership. He bitterly opposed 
the treaties of that year in which 
lesser chiefs signed away the en- 

' tire tribe to westward removal.

In 1835 the chiefs were called 
to a meeting by Indian agerit 
Wiley Thompson, an arrogant 
man who played a bad hand too 
far. Insisting on the chief's sign- 


ing the removal treaty, he called 
upon Osceola to come forward 
and sign. Osceola did come for-

Red China 


Pours Men 
Into Korea 


Buildup Suggests 
Big Blow Coming

ing. 

Another $50,000,000 could be 
appropriated under the bill for 
direct federal construction of 
houses in defense areas where pri- 
vate industry is unwilling or un- 
able to meet the need. 

The measure also contains a sec- 
tion permitting $15,000,000 in 
Government loans to aid in the 
production and distribution of pre- 
fabricated housing for defense 
workers. 

This part of the bill was amend- 
ed before passage to place a $500,- 
000 ceiling on Joans to any one in- 
dividual or corporation. 

The House previously refused to 
consider a measure authorizing 
the $3,000,000,000 in mortgage in- 
surance requested by the admin- 
istration. It voted to send the bill 
back to its banking committee.

_ Ted Williams Without the Popoff 


The tough little hombre who uses a 20-gauge putter 
for ai ing iron has raked in the Masters chips, saddled 
ye: nis Cadillac and gone from Georgia. On this side of the 
g ed tournament, the job he pulled appears to have 
every mark of a cold job of deadly calculation. 

Ben Hogan came to Augusta with jaws set, teeth gritted 
and tiny flares of white around nostrils exceptionally sen- 
sitive to the odor of gold. He lurked around just behind 
the early winners, then moved in on them when their pile 
was high. Hogan acquitted himself in the manner of a 
croupier, which he once was out in his native Texas before 
he found that the green was grassier. on the side. 

They say that Hogan once was quite self-conscious about his 
past, especially about his crouping around Ft. Worth. His start in 

ic ti iy life was modest. His first country club 
, affiliation was as a caddy. He was well 


up in his twenties before he left the 
gaming tables to follow the golfing sun. 


I first heard Hogan’s name ringing 
out over the public address system at 
Greensboro, N. C., in 1938. He was late 
on the first tee that day, and I recall 
that when he did arrive I watched him 
with little palpitation of the heart. He 
made his first big pitch at Pinehurst two 
years later. He swept in and out of 
North Carolina that year with every 
prize the National PGA offered in the 
State, took the North and South, dhe 
Greensboro Open and the Asheville 
Open. 

He hadn't, by that time, sanded off 
the rough edges. He was as tough as 
blue steel and he brooked no invasions 
by the public. From the very first title 
at Pinehurst, he stood on his constitu- 
tional rights as a champion, 
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He Was Allergic to Kissing Pictures 


There is a photographer at Pinehurst named John Hemmer, 
an official member of the Tufts family that operates the Carolina 
golf resort. He is a kind, gentlemanly fellow who always made 
the proper approach to his subjects. He went to Hogan on the 
steps of the Pinehurst clubhouse after his North and South presen- 
tation in 1940, requested that wife Valerie congratulate him with 
a kiss for the camera. Hogan very firmly set his Texas jaw and 
refused in his native tongue, told John Hemmer he and Valerie 
would pose side by side, and asked: 

“Do you want the picture, or don’t you?”

Nothing better illustrates the confusion 
of the Republican leaders who are trying 
to follow Gen. MacArthur the general, and 
MacArthur the foreign policymaker than 
Sen.

That largely able man is now standing 
firmly on his third conflicting position 
within a year. Last June he was among 
those who hailed America’s entry into the 
Korea theater to halt Soviet aggression. A 
few months ago he was clamoring that we 
get out of Korea. Now he wants to go 
ahead with Gen. MacArthur and invade 
the Chinese coast and bomb Manchuria. 

That confusion should spread to the 
people is inevitable. 

Gen. MacArthur occupies a unique and 
dangerous position. He is the first military 
commander we have ever had of whom 
the politicians of both parties were afraid. 
That is not a healthy situation for the 
people or their government. When poli- 
ticians and the civil government become 
afraid of military commanders, then gov- 
ernment by the people is in danger. We 
are not yet ready for a Caesar. 

The present trouble with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur stems from the fact that we are 
operating as a United ‘Nations force and 
that it was as such we intervened in Korea. 

His recent policy declarations came at 
a time when the representatives of the 14 
nations engaged in Korea had been trying 
to produce a statement of policy which 
would convince Mao.Tze-tung of the sin- 
cere peaceful intentions of the outside 
world.

Profiteering On the Sales 


Some places of business are continuing 
to cheat on the collection of the sales tax. 
There might have been excuse for ex- 
cess collections during the first few days 
the tax was effective. There was much 
confusion. Regulations governing admin- 
istration had not been completed. Mer- 
chants were advised, and properly, that 
when in doubt they should collect the tax. 
But those days now are gone. The 
sales tax is getting into a routine. Not all 
questions have been clearéd up, but most 
of them have. Certainly the tax proce- 
dure is sufficiently clear to enable busi- 
ness establishments to adhere to the letter 
and spirit of the law without using the 
sales tax as an excuse to raise prices. 
Some establishments are charging a one- 
cent tax on five-cent items. That is a tax 
rate of 20 per cent when the amount called 
for under the law is three per cent. 
There still are complaints that Federal 
and State excise taxes often are included 
in the amount on which the sales tax is 
paid. Cigarettes are especially affected. 


Under fhe bracket system adopted by

Both the Soviets and 
MacArthur took it as meaning the United 
States plans war and we have as of yes- 
terday the statement by Texas’ Sam Ray- 
burn that the Soviets are massing troops 
in “many areas.” It was his second such 
statement in a week and came after a dis- 
cussion with President Truman. 

We admire many of the qualities and 
accomplishments of Gen. ‘MacArthur, but 
we cannot dissent too sharply with his fre- 
quent, and doubtless inspired, ventures 
into the entire field of diplomatic and mili- 
tary representation of this country. 

We have a Congress, a Supreme Court 
and an Executive Department. We are not 
ready to turn them all over to Gen. Mac- 
Arthur or any other general.

item is complied with by the expedient of 
lowering the price. For instance, on a 
five-cent item the price is reduced to 4.8 
cents, the remainder being the sales tax. 
In his accounting to the State the mer- 
chant pays three per cent on his gross sales. 
The bracket system is computed so as to 
reimburse the merchant for the concessions 
he makes on items of 13 cents or less. 

But those charging customers a sales 
tax of 20 per cent, and even higher in some 
reported instances, stand to make money 
on the tax unless they pay to the State the 
entire amount collected. This the law 
requires business establishments to do. All 
sums collected as sales tax must be remit- 
ted to the State. 

We have the assurance of State Reve- 
nue Commissioner Charles Redwine and of 
William M. Lester, in charge of the Sales 
Tax Division, that the Department will 
insist upon collecting all taxes exacted by 
the retailer. Field agents of the Depart- 
ment will inspect the records of places of 
business to see that this part of the law 
is complied with. That is as it should be. 
The sales tax was levied to provide the 
better schools, roads and health services 
which the people demand. There is no 
reason for it to be used as a vehicle for 
price increases.

‘Kefauver’ Group 


In Every County 


WASHINGTON — The country has been 
aroused by organized crime conditions shown to 
exist by the work of fhe Kefauver Senate inves- 

tigating committee. Widespread demands have arisen for the 
committee to continue its inquiry. 


Members of Congress are agreed that generally much good has 
been accomplished in bringing the conditions to public attention. 
One of the best ways to correct evils of the kind is to lift the lid 
off their operations and subject them to public scorn. The investi- 
gating group, headed by Sen. Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, has 
rendered a valuable service in that respect. 


However, Congressional leaders take a different view of the 
clamor that has developed for the Federal Government to step 
into the picture and, through its law enforcement agencies, seek 
to put an end to the organized crime and racketeering which the 
Kefauver committee has exposed. Many people would have the 
Government do this. 

But the Government, it is pointed out, is limited in its authority 
to proceed in every case. It can only move where Federal stat- 
utes are involved. Under our dual system, whereby the individual 
States and communities have a separate autonomy, it is not always 
possible for Federal enforcement agencies to assume jurisdiction. 


Overlooked The real responsibility in the matter, members . 

of Congress remind, lies with the cities and 
communities themselves where such crime conditions exist. What 
is overlooked in the situation is the authority the cities and com- 
munities already have to correct the conditions, if they have a will 
to act. 


Every county in the country has a grand inquisitorial body 
ready to serve in bringing crime conditions into the open—one that 
is organized in accordance with the constitution of the State in 
which the county is located. It is known as‘the “grand jury.” 
The grand juries of every community have the full power to inves- 
tigate crime in their respective localities. It is within their province 
to bring indictments and prosecutions in the suppression of crime 
whenever it is found. 


Through their elected local officials the people also have it in 
their power to control the Work of the grand juries. If they are 
dissatisfied with lax enforcement conditions, all they have to do is 
elect a new set of officials who will move against the evils com- 
plained against. 


And so, while the Kefauver ‘committee has rendered a 
valuable service in arousing public opinion, there are 
limits beyond which it cannot very well go. The real-test of law 
enforcement is up to the various local communities. They have the 
facilities for taking care of the situation through the grand jury. 
It is up to them to take action. 


The local grand juries are cited as the key to the situation. 
Sufficient laws are already on the statute books of practically 
every State to meet the needs of any crime condition. Except in 
cases where Federal laws are involved, all the Government\and 
Congress can do is bring the conditions to public view, as the 
Kefauver group has relentlessly done. 


Most Congressional leaders feel that it is up to the people to 
pick up from here. The grand jury offers every county in the 
country a small Kefauver committee of its own, armed with author- 
ity to bring criminal elements to the bar of justice.

MEMOS ON a week-end trip to the sea: 

Wher His Excellency, Thomas Broughton, 
Governor of the Crown Colony of Carolina, found 
a fine site for a home high on a bluff along the 
Cooper River above Charleston, he let nothing 
keep him from building it there. That the site 
was not on a tract granted Broughton by the 
King was no stopper. The Governor had influ- 
ence. The mansion was going to be miles from 
neighbors and in the midst of hostile Yemassee 
Indians, so Thomas Broughton built turret rooms 
or flankers at each of the four corners and this 
plantation house became a citadel. 

Thomas Broughton builded well. The 
Broughton home, Mulberry Castle, has been occu- 
pied continuously since 1714, the year it went 
up, except for 10 years. The Broughton family 
was there for 196 years. 

Since 1946, Mulberry Castle has belonged to 
a young Summerville, S. C., realtor, Lawrence 
Walker. The Walkers live at Mulberry and main- 
tain the place as a tourist attraction. The house, 


with its 18th century drawing room, its beauti- 


ful gardens and its tradition—Colonial, Revolu- 
tionary, Cotton Kingdom—is truly a historic 
landmark.

Are We Equal to the Job Ahead? 


WASHINGTON—It may be, as Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn broadly hinted in his 


hair-raising statement in the House last Wednesday, that Soviet intervention in Korea

But there is no really new or really firm evidence. that 


this is so. And there are reasons for believing that Rayburn was consciously employing a sort of 
shock treatment, in order to puncture the complacency which, as he said, is “lulling the American 


people to sleep.” 


This complacency, which you can almost 
smell on Capitol Hill, now worries responsible 
leaders like Rayburn as much as the fear of im- 
mediate war. One trouble certainly is that no 
national leader has yet really spelled out, in 
terms of money spent, arms produced and men 
at work, the true nature of the long and ter- 
ribly hard task which lies ahead, if Soviet im- 
perialism is not to triumph. 


Yet there exists a detailed, well-thought-out 
program, with a single objective—to so strengthen 
the free world that the Soviets will not be 
tempted to risk war, even when they have built 
a decisive stockpile of atomic bombs. It is worth 
trying to understand just what this program is. 


By June 30, 1951, the end of the present 
fiscal year, Congress will have appropriated 
$57,000,000,000 for rearmament, including 
foreign military aid, according te present 
plans. Yet this great sum of money will not 
and cannot result in an immediate com- — 
parable increase in armed strength. Only 
about $12,000,000,000 can be spent for arms 
and for other goods which the free world 
must have te survive, simply because it 
takes time to get American defense produc- 
tion, slowed to a crawl in the Johnson era, 
inte high gear. 


Plans call for the appropriation of another 
$66,000,000,000 for American and European de- 
fense by the end of fiscal 1952. By this time, 
defense production will be hitting its stride, and 
almost $40,000,000,000 of this money will be 
translated into defense goods. 


By June 30, 1953, some $60,000,000,000 more 
will have been appropriated, well over 11,000,000 


Americans will be working to strengthen our de- 
fenses, and a full $50,000,000,000 of war goods 
will come out of the machines. After this, ac- 
cording to the program, the leveling-off period 
will begin. In fiscal 1954, appropriations of $40,- 
000,000,000 will produce almost the same value in 


war goods, because of carryovers from previous 


years. By 1955, this country and its allies will 
have reached a really formidable level of mili- 
tary strength. 

Then it will no longer be a question of a 
rapid buildup, but rather of maintaining the 
strength which has been built. Defense appro- 
priations of $35,000,000,000 a year, which this 
country’s economy can carry quite easily, and 
the production of about $20,000,000,000 of defense 
goods yearly, should then be enough. 

Thus this plan for preventing war by, remov- 
ing from the Soviets the temptation to make war 
calls for the spending of a staggering $260,000,- 
000,000 by 1955 for rearmament purposes alone. 
Even this may not be enough to achieve the 
object. Yet surely it is sheer chuckleheaded 
nonsense to talk as though a temporary budget 
surplus of $2,000,000,000 or $3,000,000,000 gives 
grounds for complacency. Surely it is insanity 
to talk as though this sort of program could be 
overlaid on a booming economy without very 
high taxes, the most painful controls, and a tre- 
mendous national effort.

“When his new administration began, his 
House leaders removed the veto power of the 
Rules Committee elders—who got there by the 
seniority system—and infiltrated a few younger 
members in other committees. Some Fair Deal 
measures were enacted, the Administration’s for- 
eign policy was approved, step by step, and there 
was some semblance of party responsibility. 


Then came the 1950 “off-year” Congressional 
elections, where local issues became paramount, 
as usual. Democrats won Congress, but by re- 
duced margins, with the result that the Repub- 
lican-Southern Democratic coalition was strength- 
ened and has blocked all Fair Deal measures and 
now is intruding into foreign policy. To be sure 
of firm control in the House, the coalition restored 
the Rules Committee veto. 


This bit of recent history explains the 
President’s advocacy—at least at one time— 
of election of House members for four years, 
instead of two, coincident with Presidential 
elections. The mandate then could be carried 
over for a whole administration without the 
disrupting effect of Congressional elections 
on local issues. 


To ameliorate the seniority problem, the 
President had suggested that members of Con- 
gress be limited to 12 years in office, which 
would promote a constant infusion of new and 
younger blood and thus prevent committee direc- 
tion by very elderly gentlemen, often “sot in 


their .ways” and the ways of a long past gen-- 


eration. 


These are only two of many solutions offered 
from time to time for Congressional reform. It is 
good to have the whole question opened again. 
For most anybody will agree who has had long 
experience with Congress that it is not suffi- 
ciently responsive to our people.

ding authority on the atomic “pile” in which plutonium is created. So was May. 


Greenglass gave aw 


ay the “trigger” device by which a number of nonexplosive wedges of U-235 or 


plutonium are shot pero inside the A-bomb, to form the “critical mass” which, by its assembled 
weight and shape, produces the most ghastly explosion known to man. 


Fuchs knew everything, and gave it to the . 


Russians over a period of nearly eight years. 


It is said that when President Truman 
was told what Fuchs had revealed, the blood 
left his face and he sat in mute horror. 


Of Fuchs, the joint committee’s tremendous 
free booklet says somberly: 


“It is hardly an exaggeration to say that 


Fuchs alone has influenced the safety of more - 


people and accomplished greater damage’ than 
any other spy not only in the history of the 
United States but in the history of the world.” 


It is interesting to review the penalties these 
men received, particularly in light of the death 
sentences handed down in the case of Ethel and 
Julius Rosenberg for persuading their relative 
Greenglass to deliver the “trigger.” 

May was given 10 years, though he was &a 
truculent witness who refused to identify a fel- 
low Communist conspirator. He lied to Can- 


_ada’s Royal Commission right to the end, yet the 


committee pamphlet notes that the Association of 
Scientific Workers of Great Britain protested 
that 10 years was “out of proportion to the 
offense,” and suggested that five years would 
have been more proper. 


Yet May, a sullen Communist, actually had 
delivered samples of U-235 to the Soviet Union’s 
representatives. 


Greenglass was given 15 years for his crime, 
and his wife, who seems to have been a party to 
his corruption, got nothing. The sister and 
brother-in-law who persuaded him to become a 
traitor must die. 

Fuchs, whose treason will keep you and your 
family crushed beneath a rearmament tax burden 
for perhaps generations, drew 14 years—the limit 
under British law. But the man who served as 


his messenger, Harry Gold, got 30 years. And 
Morton Sobell, whose work for Russia did not 
pertain to atomic energy, was given a 30-year 
sentence with a recommendation that he never 
be paroled. 


The men sentenced were not the lone be- 
trayers of atomic secrets. Perhaps dozens 
who dealt in the supersecret business in this 
country and in Canada and England have 
managed, like Pontecorvo, to reach mother 
Russia. 


This list would include Arthur Adams, as 
he called himself, an old-line Bolshevik who 
headed up the A-spy apparatus in this country 
in the early 1940s, after gaining admission here 
on what a House committee has called the false 
statements of Sam Norvick, a man who won 
$6,000,000 worth of Government contracts dur- 
ing World War II. 


The joint committee pamphlet reviews the 
cases of Clarence Hiskey, until recently a pro- 
fessor at Brooklyn Poly; John H, Chapin, Martin 
D. Kamen of Washington University, St. Louis;

cut of meat, have it divided into three pieces to make three fresh cooked meals. Because each piece 
can be cooked differently, menu variety is easy. 


Let's take beef for it is one of 
our most popular meats. First, 
choose a thrifty cut as beef 
chuck. Buy at least a four- 
pound piece and ask the meat 
man to cut it into three pieces. 
Have one piece ground for steak 
sandwiches, the first meal. 

The second third of the chuck 
have cubed (or cut it at home 
if you have a reaily sharp knife) 
for old-fashioned beef ragout.
